ORDER 


The Rajya Sainik Board meeting held on 9-11-2011 has decided to make 
some amendments to certain provision in the existing Rules for the 
Administration of State Military Benevolent Fund/District Military Benevolent 
Fund.

treatment for cancer. The 
scheme is extended to widows/ 
wives/dependent children of 
Ex-Servicemen also. The grant 
will be for a period of one 
year at a time on 
recommendation from a cancer 
institute where he/she is 
undergoing continuous 
treatment. Income limit 
prescribed for the grant is 
exempted.
